Land  Grants:  Some  descendants  of  Captain  Jacob  Gearhart  believe 
he  received  Gov't  land  grants  for  military  service.  This  is 
incorrect.  He  received  Pennsylvania  State  land  Grants, 1792  for 
land  situate  in  Northumberland  County.  "Neither  were  for  military 
service. "  (  See  letters  of  Pennsylvania,  Deo't  Of  Internal  Affairs, 

attached. )

Counties,  p.J50,  says:  "Cant.  Jacob  purchased  land  along  the 
Susquehanna  from  Kipp ' s  Run  to  Boyd's  Run,  one  mile  back  from 
the  river."  (At  the  time  he  came  from  N.J.)  •••  later  "He 

acquired  1,500  acres,  200  of  which  he  cleared."

The  Adjutant  General . 
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Jacob  Gearhart,  Sr.  founder  of  the  family  in  America,  came  to  America 
from  Alsace  Loraine  in  1741,  died  in  Hunterdon  County,  N.J.  1773 

Jacob  Gearhart, Unborn  1735,  in  Strasburg,  Germany,  came  to  America  in  1753, 
landed  in  New  York,  but  soon  crossed  to  Hunterdon  County,  N.J.  where  he  lived 
for  many  years.  He  served  as  a  captain  in  the  Hunterdon  County  Militia  during 
the  Revolution.  He  was  among  the  first  to  offer  his  services  when  the  American 
Revolution  began,  and  enlisted,  1775  in  the  Hunterdon  County  Volunteers  as  a 
private. 


He  was  a  fearless  soldier  and  soon  became  an  Ensign,  later  a  captain 
who  stood  high  in  the  confidence  of  his  superior  officers,  and  was  chosen  by 
Washington  to  take  charge  of  the  gathering  of  the  Durham  and  the  flat  boats 
and  on  the  night  of  December  25,1776  the  transporting  of  the  boats,  and  on 
the  night  of  December  25,  1776  the  transporting  of  the  infantry,  cavalry, 
cannon  and  Howitzers  for  the  attack  of  the  Hessians  encamped  at  Trenton. 

^hey  continued  in  charge  of  the  boats  after  the  crossing,  with  orders 
to  destroy  them  if  the  expedition  failed. 

Captain  Jacob  Gearhart  also  took  part  in  the  Battle  of  Brandywine, 
and  spent  the  winter  of  1777-78  with  Washington  at  Valley  Forge. 

At  the  close  of  the  war  he  returned  to  Hunterdon  County.  N.J. for 
a  few  years.  He  then  migrated  to  Pennsylvania  and  settled  in  Northumberland  Cp. 
with  his  brother  William. 

In  1790  Captain  Jacob  and  his  family  came  by  wagon  train  to  a  deserted 
Indian  hut  located  by  a  fine  spring  on  the  farm  that  was  later  owned  by 
Mrs.  I*  H. Torrence,  his  great  grand  daughter. 

He  planned  to  camp  only  for  the  night  but  wherihe  examined  the  land 
the  next  day  and  found  it  fertile,  and  good  water  abundant,  he  decided  to 
settle  on  that  sight. 

He  purchased  the  land  along  the  Susquehan  from  Kipps  Run  to  Boyd's 
Run,  one  mile  back  from  the  river,  which  was  a  dense  forest. 

Captain  Jacob  end  his  sons  cleared  and  tilled  a  bluff  over  looking 
the  Susquehanna.  The  farm  house  still  stands  after  1$2  years,  (l952)  • 

Captain  Jacob  Gearhart  died  in  1773  at  78  years  of  age,  after  an 
aotive  life. 

He  married  Catherine  Kline  and  they  had  eleven  children.  His  son, 

George  Gearhart,  was  bom  in  Hunterdon  County,  N.J.  He  migrated  to 
Pennsylvania  and  had  a  farm  on  the  Susquehanna  one  mile  south  of  the 
Danville  bridge;  now  a  part  of  South  Danville.  The  land  was  a  present 
from  his  father,  Captain  Jacob  Gearhart. 

George  lived  there  all  his  life;  became  a  prosperour  owner  of  400 
acres;  was  married  twice;  first  to  Achie  Runyan,  the  mother  of  four 
children:  Bonham  Rush  Gearhart;  Benjamine,  who  moved  West;  Eliza  and 
Rebecca  who  married  Wilson  Metier.  His  second  wife,  Phoebe  Lott  had 
three  children:  Aschie,  George  and  Harmon. 


Bonham  Rush  Gearhart,  son  of  George  and  Achie  Runyan,  was  born 
March  18,  1811  in  Hush  Township  on  his  father’s  farm,  attended  Danville

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Academy |  read  medicine  with  Dr.  Harmon  Gearhart  of  Bloomsburg;  graduated 
from  Jefferson  Medical  College,  Philadelphia?  praoticed  medicine  in 
Sunhury,  Pa.  two  years;  then  in  Washingtonville  and  Turbutville,  1839-1844? 
then  settled  in  Danville  where  he  praoticed  successfully  until  his  death, 
May  9>l855.  h®  died  in  his  early  forties  of  pneumonia  and  was  widely 
mourned. 


He  married  Elizabeth  Steele  Boyd,  grand  daughter  of  William  Boyd 
founder  of  the  Boyd  family  in  America.  They  had  thirteen  children  of  whom 
sir  sons  grew  to  manhood*  William  Boyd?  George  MoCleilanj^onham  Hobert? 

Jasper  Boyd?  Alexander  Montgomery?  Michael  Grier  Gearhart. 

Elizabeth  Steele  Boyd  Gearhart  died,  January  1904.

Tne  (fearnarf  family  is  one  of  the  most  colopful  and  ' 
interesting  families  in  the  annals  of  Early  Pennsylvania 
history.  | 

And  the  story  of  the  family  all  began  when  Capt. 
Jacob  Gearhart  built  a  log  cabin  in  Northumberland 
County  in  1789. 


The  Gearhart  home  in  Riverside 
today  occupies  the  site  which  once 
housed  the  log  cabin.  And  Major 
Prank  Gearhart,  U.  8.  A.  retired, 
and  his  two  sisters,  Mrs.  Porter  and 
Mrs.  Price,  proudly  trace  their  line¬ 
age  to  Capt.  Jacob  and  are  of  the 
filth  generation. 

The  dinning  room  of  the  Gear¬ 
hart  home  now  covers  the  site 
where  Jacob’s  cabin  once  stood. 

In  the  Mount  Vernon  Cemetery, 
Riverside,  a  monument  was  erected 
several  years  ago  to  the  Captain  by 
Mrs.  Gertrude  Sonneborn,  who  re¬ 
sides  at  the  Montour  Hotel.  Mrs. 
Sonneborn  is  also  a  descendent  of 
the  Captain  and  a  member  of  the 
fourth  generation  in  the  family. 
8he  said  that  the  captain  had  been 
buried  in  Memorial  Park,  but  the 
site  of  the  grave  was  unmarked, 
consequently  she  erected  the  monu¬ 
ment  in  the  Mount  Vernon  Ceme¬ 
tery. 


William  Gearhart,  who  were  broth¬ 
ers,  emigrated  iTom  Alsace  to  New 
Jersey  and  later  settled  in  River¬ 
side. 

JACOB,  who  fathered  12  children  I 
was  a  captain  in  the  Revolutionary  1 
War  served  under  General  Wash-  ■ 
ington.  I 

Jacob  Gearhart  volunteered  at  the 
beginning  of  the  Revolutionary  War 
and  served  as  captain  in  the  second 
Regiment.  Hunterdon  County  Mi¬ 
litia  (New  Jersey)  from  1775  to  1781. 

It  was  Captain  Jacob  Gearhart 
and  two  other  officers  who  really 
made  the  historic  '  Crossing  of  the 
Delaware"  possible.  They  were  ord¬ 
ered  by  General  Washington  to 
procure  boats  for  the  crossing.  , 

Under  cover  of  darkness  the  j 
men  crept  through  enemy  lines  on  a  ' 
cold,  wintrv  night  and  made  their  j 
way  up  the  .Delaware  River  obtain¬ 
ing  every  type  of  craft  they  could 
find. 

The  rest  is  history,  on  cnristmas 
night  in  1776.  the  small  Army  under 
the  command  of  General  Washing¬ 
ton,  crossed  the  stream  and  fell 
upon  the  Hessian  soldiers  at  Tren¬ 
ton. 

CAPTAIN  JACOB  was  one  of  two 
officers  in  charge  of  the  crossing 
and  after  the  boats  had  reached 
the  opposite  short,  J>e  watfJ  told 
remain  with  the  boats  and  destroy 
them  if  the  campaign  failed 

He  also  took  part  in  the  Battle 
of  Brandywine  and  spent  the  winter 
of  1777-78  with  General  Washington 
at  Valley  Forge. 


According  to  Mrs  Sonneborn 

Captain  Jacob  is  buried  in  ground 

JKat  he  owned  at  one  tin\e.  The 

captain  had  owned  tracts  of  land 
extending  from  Kipps  Run  .  to 
Boyd’s  Run  and  one  mile  back  from 
the  River,  which  included  the  pre¬ 
sent  site  of  Mount  Vernon  Ceme¬ 
tery. 

The  Gearhart  family  has  lived  in
